AN  ACT 


*X'o  amend  an  A^,  intituled^  "  An  A^  for  regulating  the  manner  of  Licencing 
Public  HoufeSf  and for  the  more  eafy  convi^ing  of  perfons  Jelling  SpiritU' 
ous  Ltfuors  without  Licence,'

'£  it  enafted  by  the  King's  mofl  excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  PKimU*. 
Cou[ent  of  the  Legiflative  Council  and  AflTembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Ca- 
nada, conftituted  and  alfembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an-  Aft 
paffed  in  the  Parliament  ol  Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An  AA  >o  repeal  certain 
•*  parts  of  an  Aft,  paflcd  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Majefty's  Reign,  intitu- 
•*  led,  *•  An  Aft  for  making  more  efFeftual  provifion  for  the  Government  of  the 
•*  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provifion  for  the 

Government  of  the  faid  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  Keepers  of  uja»» 
from  and  after  the  palling  of  this  Aft,  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fhill  keep  an  Inn  *c  wb«iice»« 
or  Public  Houfe  for  the  purpofc  of  vending  Wine,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  oth«»r  Spi-  "  ' 
rituous  Liquors  »•  unlefs  he,  (he  or  they  (hall  have  previoully  obtained  a  Lice  ice, 
in  manner  and  form  prefcribed,  by  an  Aft  palfed  in  the  thirty  fourth  year  ot  His 
Mdjefty's  Reign,  intituled,  •*  An  Aft  for  regulating  the  manner  of  Licencing 
Public  Houfes,  and  for  the  more  eafy  convifting  of  perfons  felling  Spiri'uoug 
**  Liquors  without  Licence,"  fach  perfon  or  perfons  fliall  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  P«n»!tyforftlf. 
of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  levied  upon  his,  her  or  their  goods  and  chatties,  upon  ^* 
being  convifted  on  the  oath  of  any  one  credible  witncfs  of  his,  her  or  their  hav- 
ing offended  againf)  the  faid  Aft,  in  manner  and  form  as  is  therein  mentioned;  a 
moiety  whereof  (hall  be  given  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  moiety  paid  into  the  .  j^,'^*'*"''** 
hands  of  His  Majefty's  Receiver  General,  to  and  for  the  ule  of  his  Majefty,  his  * 
Heirs  and  Succelfors,  for  the  public  ufes  of  this  Province,  and  towards  the  fup- 
port  of  the  Government  thereof,  to  be  accounted  for  to  His  Majefly,  through  the 
Commidioners  of  his  Treafury  for  the  time  being,  in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  it 
iball  pleafe  His  Majefty  to  direft. 

IL  And  be  it  further  Enabled  by  theAuthority  aforejaid,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  law-  Cafei  in  which 
fill  for  any  perfon  or  perlons  not  having  obtained  a  Licence,  and  kept  an  Inn  or  « licence  to  keep 
Public  Houfe  at  any  time  before,  and  being  dcfirous  of  keeping  an  Inn  ot  Public  *"      ""^^  J? 
Houle,  to  apply  for  a  Licence  at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  the  Magiitrates  ot  geaeral  quartet 
the  Diftrift  in  which  he  refides,  in  General  Quarter  Seflions  affembled,  and  it  (hall  feiiions,  to  per. 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Magifir^teS,  to  enquire  into  the  charafter  and  beha   ^""^^  ''"'^  i-"'" 
Viour  of  the  perfon  applying,  and  if  it  fliall  appear  to  them  expedient  to  increale 
the  number  of  Inns  or  Public  Houles,  and  that  the  party  applying  is  a  fober  and 
honeft  man,  the  prefiding  Magiftrate  OkiII  then  and  there  grant  him  a  Certificate 
under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  which  Certificate  Iball  rnable  the  party  fo  holding  the      ^r^nner  oS 
Jame  to  take  out  a  Licence  ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  or  his  Agent  upon  gramint  th» 
the  produftion  of  luch  Ceriificrte,  (hall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  direft- 
ed  to  grant  a  Licence  accordingly  ;  the  perfon  or  perfons  paying  for  the  fame  fuch 
fum  of  l\4oney  as  is  direfted  to  be  paid,  by  all  perfons  receiving  a  Licence  to  keep 
an  Inn  or  Public  Houfe  in  this  Province,  and  entering  into  a  regular  Recognizance 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  in  manner  and  form  as  is  prefcri()ed  by  a  certain  Aft 
paffed  in  the  thirty-fourth  year  of  his  Majerty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Aft  for  re- 
gulating the  manner  of  Licencing  Public  Houles,  and  for  the  more  eafy  Convifting 
ot  perfons  felling  Spirituous  Liquors  without  Licence,"  any  thing  in  the  laid  Att 
01  ia  any  foimcr  Aft  to  the  contriry  hereof  ootwith^inding. 
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
